4 It is apprehended by not a few, that 
the meetings of this body of valuable men, 
have, within a few years past, very percepti¬ 
bly deteriorated in the spirituality of then- 
character. They have become seasons less 
characterized by warm hearted Christian 
affection,—less evangelical in their tone and 
movement,—and, as a consequence, less 
recival-like in their bearings on the com¬ 
munities where convened. 

Perhaps the churches where we convene ex¬ 
pect too much from us. Perhaps they expect a 
proportionate attention to their local interests,— 
to their spiritual benefit in particular. Be this as 
it may, certain I am, that for a few years past, the 
most righteous, the most reasonable and moderate 
eilactations, have been sadly disappointed. We 
btve not succeeded in giving to these seasons that 
spiritual aspect, that revival savor, which is emi- 
njiitly desirable, and which is indispensable in 
rendering them spiritually beneficial to the 
churches of Christ. 

For instance, we have for n few years past, met, 
«gmiiz<-d, received and read reports, discussed 
the popular subjects of the day,—temperance— 
the education and salvation of the west —slavery— 
moral reform—the subject of sundry agencies, &e. 
&r. In the process of the meeting, we have been 
fevered with two or three sermons, in which the 
authors have not failed to display, for our edifiea- 
Umi, the peculiarities of their philosophy and the¬ 
ology. We have set down to commemorate the 
love of Christ, after listening to a sermon ns little 
adapted to send us to the cross, as the driest por¬ 
tions of Edwards’ discussion on the will; and in¬ 
deed better adapted to rouse us to theological 
comhat, than to make us weep over our sins and 
tie sins and desolations of the churches. Wc 
then have taken our departure as spiritually rich 
u when we came, leaving but little of the revival 
unction behind, aud carrying quite as little to the 
diurches of our charge. 

Such is a glance at some of the more recent) 
meetings of this body. And what, my brethren, 
what shall he the character of the one now ap¬ 
proaching? Must it be ftecessarily sterile and 
wrefresbing? Must it he marked*by invidious 
«mi stormy debate ? Must an undue prominence 
hi given to theological peculiarities ?

of God! Brethren, something marked and au¬ 
spicious is righteously expected from the prayer¬ 
ful deliberations of such a body of men. 

Our danger, Christian brethren, lies in supposing 
that Christ requires less of us than he actually does. 
Our danger lies in supposing that Christ is satis¬ 
fied with less than he actually is. The twelve 
apostles, give them the opportunity, would, I 
imagine, achieve precious results at such an inter¬ 
view. The impress of their sacred footsteps 
would be Visible. They would be remembered. 
O ! what a glorious impulse would they give to 
the cause of revivals in our state and land. 

Let us then banish the sluggishness, the unbe¬ 
lief,. the acrimonious and party feelings, which 
may have heretofore, more or less, characterized 
b meetings. Let us banish every thing from 
hearts which shall liken our meetings to those 
of the General Assembly—meetings which seem 
to be almost forsaken of the Spirit of God, and 
during which, it has been said, ‘ hell itself holds a 
[ jubilee.’ Let' us bring all the tithes into the store- 
ise, and prove the Lord, if he will not pour 
a blessing that there shall not be room enough 
eceive it.

Anti-Slavery Spirit in East Tennessee. 

We have given, in another column, an extract 
from the Maryville, Tenn., “Trumpeter,’ 
that ‘ Slavery is at war with the Sabbath.’ Besides 
this article, there is another in the same paper, in 
which the writer gives the first part of the scripture 
doctrine on the subject of slavery. He first became 
convinced that slavery is condemned by the scrip, 
tures, and manumitted his own slaves, aud now he 
is prepared to write. He commences his article as 
follows 

The writer of the following essay, believing 
that there are many professors of the Christian 
religion, especially in the United States of Ameri¬ 
ca, who think that slavery, os it exists, in these 
Uuited States, is not only not condemned, but 
that it is actually approved and justified, by the 
sacred scriptures, and believing also that if sla¬ 
very is unjust, and unscripturul, and ought to be 
abolished, the church must liegin the work ol 
reformation,.he, though n slaveholder, born : ‘ 
slaveholding state, with prejudices! in lav 
slavery, arising from interest and education, but 
having been convinced, by an examination of the 

subject, with all his prejudices in favor of ...- 

slavery is not only condemned by the Bible, but that 
it is held forth in this volume as a crime of no 
ordinary magniutde : and who, having been 
convinced of the evil of slaveholding, has deter¬ 
mined to abandon it; he, through the medium of 
your paper, would present before the religi 
community, some of those reasons which Ii 
convinced him that involuntary and hereditary 
slavery, as it exists in these United States, is not 
only unauthorized and unjustified, blit that it is 
in many places clearly condemned, by the scrip¬ 
tures. And further, he would observe that it is 
presented in them many times os a crime, on the 
perpetrators of which, God’s judgments have beeu 
inflicted with no sparing hand. 

He then examines the nature of the curse pro¬ 
nounced on Canaan, and the condition of the ser¬ 
in Is of Abraham. 

The first was simply the prediction of an evil, in 
consequence of crime ; but Africa has committed no 
which can justify us, in the sight of God, in 
enslaving her sons. God has not required this at 
ar hands. 

The case of the servants of Abraham is shown to 
be radically different from that of American slaves. 
They were not sold or regarded as property. Abra¬ 
ham did not take them to Egypt with him. In 
conclusion, the writer justly says,— 

If it could be proved that they practised slavery 
it exists in these Uuited States, it does not 
prove that it is right They lived in ail age ol 
darkness. They, no doubt from ignorance of the 
moral law, practised polygamy. If it can be 
proved that they practised abject slavery, ami that 
hence it is right to do it,it can also be proved that 
they had two or more wives, and hence it is right 
marry many wives.

If slavery is ever abolished-from the world, it 
will lie done by the influence of the Christian 
religion. Melt never will abandon slaveholding, 
till they feel it lo he a sin against God ; anil the 
why all who tire now concerned in the 
support of this system, tlo not feel and act under 
tins conviction, is, lx*cause they have not exam¬ 
ined it in the light of God’s word. 

It is a solemn fact, that there is scarcely any 
one sin described in rite inspired writings, iu all 
its parts, features, and consequences, so clearly 
and explicitly, as is the sin of holding property in 
man; aud scarcely any other sin bus been so 
frequently denounced in the Bible, with the fearful 
maledictions of heaven. Let the reader examine 
the few passages quoted in the following' pages, 
with a prayerful and unprejudiced ntinil, anti let 
him ask himself, while doing this, what we nmv 
tppose God’s design wins, itt'dictating so imiclt 
'hicb we find iu the scriptures against oppression 
..i all its forms, against man-stealing, against de¬ 
frauding Ihe poor of his right, ttijcl against keeping 
back the hire which is due lo those who reap down 
our fields? Why has lie, in so ninny instances, 
enjoined it upon man to show pity towards those 
of his species who are in distress, and tb extend 
relief to all who are in trouble and tumble to help 
themselves?

In a word, who does not see, that if no part 
the scriptures may now be brought to hear, w 
rite utmost propriety, against the present system 
of oppression which prevails in this nation, merely 
because the circumstances under which this sin 
is now committed may differ, in some respects, 
from those in which men sinned when the various 
parts of the Bible were at first written, then it 
must follow, as an undeniable consequence, that 
no sins of any kind can be^proved, at the present 
day, in scripture language, nor from scripture 
authority.

The Emancipated Slave. 

The following anecdote was related at the meet¬ 
ing of die Auti-Slavery Convention in this city,' 
last week, in reply to the assertion dial die slaves 
would be unable to take care of themselves if set 
free, and therefore it would be wrong to. emanci¬ 
pate them. The incidents occurred a few years 
since. A young slave in Kentucky, who was re¬ 
puted to be the son of his master, was told that it 
he would earn $300, and pay it to him, he should 
be free. He applied .himself with great juihisiry, 
and in a comparatively short time earned the 
money, ant! bought his freedom. He had during 
his slavery become a skilful cabinet maker; and 
he immediately went lo Cincinnati to get work at 
his trade. After applying to a considerable num¬ 
ber of cabinet makers, most of whom refused him 
once, he found an Englishman who was willing 
etnpfoy him, particularly after discovering that 
..j was a very skilful and ingenious workman.— 
But he (bought it necessary to consult his journey, 
-- -.lie subject, which he did, representing 
is favorably ns he could, nnd even pro¬ 
posing to fit him up a place to work in, separate 
from them. But they positively refined to have 
him employed, hinting that !■' lie was, they should 
require the payment of their bills aud leave him. 
They said that they would not work for a man 
who wottjd employ a negro in his shop. Driven 
lints from his trade, the colored man went lo the

It is not my design at present to 
express an opinion respecting cither of these 
societies.- 1 choose rather to look at some of the 
moral tendencies of ilte system of slaver}’. It may 
perhaps still he doubted by some, whether slave¬ 
ry, as it exists in this land, is morally wrong, and 
at war with the principles of Christianity. By 
ascertaining the natural tendency of a system or 
practice, we may judge correctly of its moral 
character and fitness. I wish, in ilte present 
CSS.-.V. briefly to consider the bearing that slavery 
has on the" Sabbath.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE PRESBY¬ 
TERIAN CHURCH. 

Tuesday, May 26, 1835. 


The several petitions and overtures oh 
the subject of slavery, which had been pre¬ 
viously reported by the committee of over¬ 
tures, were taken up and read by the clerk. 
One was from Angelica presbytery, another 
from 50 or 60 ladies in Rome, N. V. and a 
transcript of one recently published in the 
Evangelist. Dr. Ely rose and said, Mr. 
Moderator, I perceive that these memorial¬ 
ists simply ask us to re-enact the minute of 
1818, and 1 move therefore— 

The Clerk said, the papers are not all read 
yet, there are others. 

The next was from Charles Stuart, 
stating himself to be a regular licentiate of 
the presbytery of Oneida. After this was 
finished, Mr. Leach of Vu. moved that the 
further reading be dispensed with. He did 
not object to it because these things bear 
upon the south, but because they deal in 
these indiscrimate charges and denuncia¬ 
tions, without specification and without 
proof. I see here a number of the mem¬ 
bers of tho last and other Assemblies, who 
can tell what it is to be charged indiscrimin¬ 
ately on another head, and condemned un- 
licarjl, nnd yet I fear some of th»m are not 
ns careful, on this, not to offend. Ry the 
last General Assembly it was decided lint 
to charge men thus was criminal. Shall this 
Assembly now in any manner countenance 
these papers ? Shall not the accusers be 
held to identify the persons, before they 
thus slander and vilify a large portion of the 
members and ministers of the Presbyterian 
church, as villains, as murderer’s of men’s 
souls ? 

Mr. Stewart, a ruling elder from Illin¬ 
ois, said he he thought the papers ought to 
be read. Here, said be, yon will suffer your 
ministers to buy and sell your own mem¬ 
bers like cattle; and when one of their 
brethren lifts up a note of remonstrance you 
would silence him. Why may not slavery 
bo spoken of as well as any other abomina¬ 
tion ? [Order, order.] I understand what 
is order. Here is an attempt to preventiho 
truth from being told. 

Mr. Krebs, the Clerk, said that he had ta¬ 
ken up the papers without any designed or¬ 
der, but just as they came to his hand, nnd 
he presumed lie had, in fact, read those first 
which would be most offensive to some. 

Dr. Hill : Lot us hear them all. 

A gentleman arose in inuch.apparent Loaf, 
nnd asked if the clerk would pledge himself 
there was nothing offensive in tho others. 
The clerk said he would not do that. He 
only spoke his Impression from casting his 
eyes over the paper. 

Dr. Blythe hoped the reading would not 
be dispensed with. The clerk says this is a 
respectful document, and it comes from one . 
of our presbyteries. I am sorry to see so much 
excitement at so early a period of the dis¬ 
cussion of this topic. The committee of 
overtures have presented these papers as 
proper. I do not see what we have a Com¬ 
mittee of overtures for, if we may not con¬ 
fide in them to bring forward nothing but 
what is proper. 

Dr. Miller wished to know who is this 
Charles Stewart? lie asked if be is the 
same Charles Stuart the foreigner, that he 
bad heard of as lecturing and raising an ex¬ 
citement in different parts of the country. 

Mr. Breckexridge made some sneering 
remarks, and said he presumed it was tho 
same individual, who w as often, he presumed, 
by way of contempt, called the Reverend 
Captain Stuart 

Another gentleman said Mr. Stuart ryas 
a Christian brother of unblemished charac¬ 
ter, and a regular licentiate of Oneida pres- 

Dr. Miller hoped the reading would go, 
on, especially as there is but one more paper 
and tjjpt from one of our own presbyteries, 

I lisffiied with emotions as painful as those of 
the Mother who ofade the motion, especial¬ 
ly to the article of Charles Stuart, a man, 

I understand, that is an ALIEN, andseuding 
so offensive a paper here, coining too from a 
single individual, it seemed unusual. But 
I learn that he has received a sort of eccles¬ 
iastical naturalization, by being licensed by 
one of our p^sbyteries, and I think we had 
hotter pass on and bear the other paper. I 
feel inclined, and I hope the Assembly will 
also give this subject the most calm consid¬ 
eration. It is certainly a roost grave and 
important one, and I hope we shall discuss 
it as becomes Christians. I have my own 
feelings qn this subject, as well as others, 
and it gives roe the same pain as others to 
have them rudelv wounded. 

Rev. James H. Dickey, of Chillicothe 
Presbytery, Ohio, in behalf of his presbytery 
-claimed to be heard ; hie claimed that their 
memorial should be heard, they had a right 
to be heard, the document itself was re¬ 
spectful. although they aimed to make it at 
the same time very plain and faithful. The 
presbytery was deliberate and determined,, 
but they did not intend to hurt any body’s 
feelings. Lost year they sent up a memo¬ 
rial on the subject, but the Committee on 
Bills and Overtures refused to report it to the 
House. They requested the Assembly to 
take it out of tho hands of that committee, 
but were refused again. A very large ma¬ 
jority of the last General Assembly refused- 
to consider tha.siibject.ataH. And his pres¬ 
bytery, instead of making their.complaint in

jects by some presbyteries, preferred pa¬ 
tiently to wait until they could bring the 
matter before another General Assembly, in 
hopes that this one would be willing at least 
to hear a respectful memorial in behalf of 
the suffering and the dumb from one of their 
own presbyteries. 

The memorial of Chillicothe presbytefy 
was then read. j . 

Rev. Henry White, of New-York, ho¬ 
ped that now these papers would be referred 
to a committee, to report thereon to this As¬ 
sembly, and that the report would be con¬ 
sidered in a becoming manner. Instead of 
apprehending evils from the discussion, he | houses 
held that religion was always honored when¬ 
ever Christians discuss any such subject 
without warmth or angry feelings.

Extracts from the Seventh Annual Report.

Saving?* Bank. The two years in which this 
institution has been in operation, have convinced 
its friends that their best wishes will he realized. 
It commenced its operations May 1st. 1833. The 
amount of its deposites, April 1st, 1834, was about 
18,000 dollars. The number of depositors over 
200. On the 1st April, 1835, there had been 
deposited nearly 80,000 dollars—the number of! 
depositors more than 550; thus showing a large 
ase over the previous year. The deposites 
April 1st, 1835, in about six weeks, amount 
■ally as much ns was received during the 
first year of the luiuk’s operation. A large pro¬ 
portion of these depositors sue seafaring men. 
State of the treasury. Ill the report read 
our last anniversary, it was stated that our 
society was in. debt about fifteen hundred dollars. 
The current expenses of the society have been 
paid the present year,.the meeting-house painted 
and repaired, and between two and three hundred 
dollars of the debt liquidated. 

We must still look to the friends of seamen, 
and those who love our Lord Jesus Christ, for 
funds to carry forward our operations, and to 
cancel the debt which is now embarrassing the 
society. 

Note. The directors acknowledge a donation 
from several gentlemen, of a very neat and sweet 
toned organ for the use of the mariner’s church. 
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firmly believed more good lu» - Out 
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believed that "no year, since the erection of the 
mariner’s church, has it been so well and uni¬ 
formly filled. Several hundreds are usunlly pres¬ 
ent in die morning and afternoon services. And 
it lias been found necessary to hold the third 
service in the church. 

It has been estimated that in years past, 
less than four thousand seamen, besides a consid¬ 
erable number of stated hearers from town, and 
strangers from abroad, have been present nt some 
of the services during the year. All of 9ix thous¬ 
and different seamen, it is believed, have heard 
the gospel the past yearnt the bethel on Fort Hill. 
This augmentation of numbers may be attributed 
to the increasing disposition of seamen to attend 
meeting, and to the efforts which have been made 
to invite them to the house of assembly. 

Frequently one of these sailors has been the 
means of leading to the. house of God, ten, fifteen, 
and even twenty of his shipmates. Seamen al¬ 
most universally listen with earnest and solemn 
attention to the words of salvation. Often may 
he seen the tear rolling down the weather-beaten 
check of the mariner, at the simple presentation 
of the truths of the gospel. For propriety of con¬ 
duct, and fixedness of attention, while in the 
house of Gud, seamen are not excelled by any 
other class qf men. -Their whole deportment is 
such as become those who bow in the sanctuary 
before Jeliovah'n nwful throne. 

During the evenings of the week, occasional 
and stated meetings have been held. There 1ms 
lieen a weekly lecture, nnd a monthly church 
meeting, nnd frequent social religious meetings 
at some of the sailor boarding-houses. 

In this part of our report, we would acknowl¬ 
edge, with -gratitude to God, the special indications 
of the divine favor towards, the church and con¬ 
gregation which worship at the mariner’s church. 
The church has been revived. Sinners—seamen 
and landsmen—are inquiring what they shall do 
to he saved. Every weeknew cases of conviction 
and conversiod are now occurring. It is believed 
that at no period since the erection of the mariner’s 
church, has there been so much religious feeling 
among seamen as at the present time. Seamen 
who were recently bold blasphemers, now 
-— Tell ufall theJove 


It is with pleasure that the directors would 
notice in their report, the disposition of several 
sailor-landlords to favor the holding of religious 
meetings at their houses. One instance is per¬ 
haps worthy of notice. Permission was obtained 
to hold a prayer meeting in a certain sailor board¬ 
ing-house. in this house wa9 a ‘ bar.’ After the 
third or fourth meeting, the decanters disappeared. 

The seamen’s monthly- concert of prayer, on 
the third Monday of each month, continues to be 
observed with increased interest. Those who 
have attended this concert once, have seldom 
required nn invitation to attend the second time. 

The United States Marine Hospital at Chelsea, 
continues to receive some attention from this 
society. This establishment is the resort of six 
orseven hundred seamen for different periods of 
time every year. White confined there, released 
from toil,‘and with feelings chastened with dis¬ 
ease, their situation is peculiarly favorable for the 
reception of divine truth. 

The Church. The utility of a Christian 
church among a congregation of seamen, is from 
year to year more apparent. Pious seamen from 
abroad rejoice at the privilege of celebrating the 
Lord’s supper at the mariner’s church. H— 
they have felt that the banner which waved c 
them was love. Here all sectarian feelings 
buried. Here Baptiste, Methodists, Episcopalians, 
Presbyterians, and Congregationalists, have sat at 
the same table, and partaken of the same affecting j 
memorials of love, in the bright anticipation of 
sitting down together at the marriage supper of 
the. Lamb. Far distant be the day when seamen 
can no longer meet tbeir brethren around the 
communioiAnble at the mariner’s church on Fort 
Hill*- 

Distribution* of books and registry. The 
depository lias been kept open by the sailors’ 
preacher, a portion of each ddy, Sundays except¬ 
ed, during the venr. The number of seamen 
who lmve visited tile office is as large as any 
previous year. More than one thousand have 
had their names registered on.our books. Soule 
of these have called several times—some to i 
quire what they should do to be saved, others 
toll of pardoning mercy, others again to report 
their success in efforts to do good. 

There have been distributed from the office 
532 Bibles. 140 Testaments, 240,000 pages of 
tracts, and a large quantity of religious pamphlets 
and newspapers. Bibles, bundles of tracts, reli- 
ligions and temperance publications, have been 
placed on board of many ships ready for sea.— 
These have all been received with kindness, and 
frequently with expressions of gratitude. Intelli¬ 
gence has been received that these publications 
are not only doing gooff on ship board, hut* in 
distant lands. 

Libraries. No special efforts, during the year, 
have been made to increase the libraries. Most 
of the books, which are designed for circulation 
among officers of vessels, are exerting their influ¬ 
ence on die waters. Very few volumes are in 
the office. Had we thousands of volumes ofj 
books, they could all be circulated among the 
hundreds of vessels which belong to or visit our 
port. As these vessels arrive, books would be 


returned and re-distributed. Let him that has 
book to give to the Seamen’s Loan Library, cast 
it upon the waters, and he may receive double its 
value after many days,

Mr. Peek stated he had heard some objections 
thrown out in the Atlantic states against expending 
large.sums in the western enterprise, which he 
would briefly notice. 

Want of ministers, as pastors of churches, to 
exercise supervision over Sabbath schools, was 
urged. It was time that a great want of miuisters 
existed in the whole Valh-yl More than one thou¬ 
sand were needed this moment to furnish a pastor 
to every church in his orvn denoinjuattou, and 
then another thousand would he demanded to 
supply towns and settlements, and raise up 
churches. And other denominations were pro- 
jtortiouably deficient. The nietijodist denomina¬ 
tion were best supplied as to numbers, and they 
were calling for more. The old states cannot 
possibly supply us. Ministers must be provided 
for on the field of labor there. And supposing 
you neglect Sabbath schools till the country is 
supplied with a ministry ? Will that produce a 
supply? He bad known Sabbath schools often 
precede the labors of the gospel ministry, and pre¬ 
pare tiie way. He instanced a case that occurred 
in Illinois last year, where the leading men in the 
settlement were avowed infidels, and no preacher 
visited them. Three pious ladies persuaded their 
husbands to consent to the establishment of a Sab¬ 
bath school. The ladies began , it, and induced 
their husbands to visit it, to listen to the recitations. 
They read the scriptures, became convicted of the 
truth, were brought to the feet of Christ, and notv 
bless God for the Sabbath school as the means of) 
thejr conversion. The school soon became inter¬ 
esting to the people. Instead of the Sabbath be¬ 
ing spent in all kinds of, wickedness, together with 
common labor, punctual attention was given to 
the school. A Bible Class was opened. Minis¬ 
ters of the gospel were then requested to visit the set¬ 
tlement. . Five members of the school, includ'd! 0 
the leading infidel men, and many others were 
converted. Here, as in many other instances that i 
he knew ofj the Sunday school prepared the way j 


for the ministry of the gospel. 

But had not Sunday schools lieen formed by 
agents of the Union, and,then failed ? Yes, doubt¬ 
less; at least partially. And so there had been 
partial failures in planting corn and sowing wheat 
upon the- rich prairies of Illinois.

But such persons must ha 
been greatlv mistaken, as a reference to the orrgi 
al constitution will show. The words “arde 
spirit,” are not once named in it, nor have they 
ever been in the Constitution, except in the third 
article, which was introduced a number of years 
after the society was formed, which article is now 
omitted, that all seeming reason, in view of any 
one, for such an opinion, may he removed. The 
object, as you will see by adverting to the Consti¬ 
tution. was, “ to effect such a change with regard 
to the use of intoxicating liquors, that temperance 
may universally prevail.” And no person who 
indulges in the use, as a drmk, of intoxicating 
liquor of any kind, is now, hy the constitution 
eligible as a member of the society.

Africa must remain sunk in bar 
harism and crinie, impervious to the lightsof civi 
lizntion and religion, while the Slave Trade, 
which ravages her shore, shall be suffered to r 
and millions ofthe human fiimily must renn 
a state of moral degradation and wretchedness, 
destitute of all those privileges which ennoble Irian, 
and distinguish him from the brutes that perish, 
while Slavery shalj lie permitted to pollute the 
earth .—London Abolitionist.
